CTINOMYCOSIS, or “‘lumpy jaw’, 
A isa disease of cattle due to the 
“ray fungus’’ and characterized 
bylumps about the head, particularly 
the jaw. The lumps, or swellings, un- 
detgo softening, and when opened or 
broken through the skin discharge a 
thick, purulent material containing tiny 
granules. ‘Lumpy jaw’’ is found most 
often in the young, because the tissues 
are softer and more likely to be injured. 
It ts also possible that the intact, 
uninjured tissues in the mouth may 
become infected. It may in some 
cases, have some connection with 
dentition because the largest number 
of cases in the jaw are found in 
animals that have not passed the dental 
etuption phases. “Lumpy jaw’ is 
more prevalent in some sections and 
localities, particularly in low, damp or 
matshy regions. Permanent pasture 
may also be a factor allowing the 
infection to accumulate and remain 
undisturbed. Certain it is that some 
farms have more than others, and even 
some pastures or fields have more cases 
than others. The increase in the 
number of cases sometimes is found 
after a dry season, apparently following 
rains, with new vegetation bringing 
organisms to the surface. The or- 
gamism has its active existence on 
vegetable matter, grains and grasses, 
making one believe that the vegetable

kingdom is the natural habitat of the 
fungus, and animal tissue its acci- 
dental residence. 

The tongue form is frequently 
found, and when one remembers that 
the cow prehends its food with its 
tongue, innoculation of that organ by 
prickles of thistles, coarse grass or 
even rough soil is easy. Horses and 
sheep scissor their food with incisors 
and very rarely suffer from this disease, 
even though they graze on land where 
cattle become affected. 

Earlier it was considered that all of 
the conditions characterized by the 
presence of lumps or lumpy jaw had a 
common cause, the “‘ray fungus’. 
Evidence has been presented in later 
years to show that more than one 
organism or germ may be involved. 
Most of the lumps, however, yield a 
material of purulent nature, and when 
examined microscopically show rayed 
forms. At present it is generally 
agreed that where the bone is involved, 
it is due to an organism named 
Actinomycoses bovis, and that is true 
actinomycosis. Where the soft tissues 
only are involved, then it is usually due 
to Actinobacillus liginieresi, and that 
is actinobacillosis. In some instances, 
other pus-producing organisms are 
found. 

The ‘‘ray fungus’’, or Actinomycoses 
bovis grows in thread-like forms and 
branching growths, that show a budd- 
ing formation with the production in 
the tissues of tiny granules, the so- 
called sulphur granules. The granules 


are yellowish, firm, sometimes difficult 
to crush, and hard, calcified particles. 
The crushed granules, with proper 
preparation, when examined under the 
microscope, show the rayed forms that 
are most distinctive of the disease 
lumpy jaw. Sometimes these are 
described as clubs or cricket bat and 
snow-shoe shaped structures. The 
budding forms or rayed appearances 
are sought after in the diagnosis of 
lumpy jaw. 

The invasion of the tissues by the 
microorganism results in irritation and 
inflammation. This very frequently 
begins in the vicinity of a tooth along 
the gum line. The process extends to 
the alveoli or root socket of the tooth 
and sets up further inflammation. The 
inflammation is manifest by swelling 
and shows a tendency to spread farther 
and farther. New bone material may 
form as a result of the irritation. The 
already formed bone may be broken 
down, and there is an extensive in- 
flammatory process. The tooth or 
teeth may loosen and even fall out 
when the disease becomes advanced. 
This interferes with comfort and with 
mastication, so the animal may lose 
condition. The tooth or teeth may, 
in some cases, fall out, further inter- 
fering with the health. The process 
develops by extension without regard 
to tissue, penetrating soft or bony 
parts. It tends to heal in one direction 
and extend in another. A track may 
be left or openings may extend even 
to the surface a te skin with dis- 
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charge of a thick purulent material. 
The discharge is highly infective and 
further contaminates the premises and 
environment. During the develop- 
ment of this process there is reaction 
on the part of the tissue with swellings; 
single or multiple, and soft or hard 
depending on the nature of the 
development. Swelling occurs, that 
may be, in some cases, tender and 
painful, or in others hard and ap- 
parently causing little discomfort. The 
process produces a blemish and in 
many cases a serious disfiguration of 
the face. It may be manifest as a 
tumor-like swelling with much scar 
tissue. In others the swellings may 
lead to absorption of bone with honey- 
combing of the bone and marked 
enlargement of the bone. The dis- 
tended and enlarged jaw bones may 
show a porous or macerated ap- 
pearance with various stages of in- 
flammation. There is a tendency for 
many swellings to undergo degene- 
ration and softening with abscess 
formation and the presence of fistulous 
tracts or passages. The swellings 
may be single, the size of a walnut to a 
hen’s egg, or conglomerate, united 
and connected by dense connective 
tissue. If the swellings are cut or 
scraped, young soft nodules may be 
found that on squeezing may exude 
the tiny sulphur granules. The tissue 
may have a yellow, opaque appearance. 
Other swellings may show firm nodules 
with much inflammatory fibrous tissue. 
Others may show many abscesses. 

The process may extend into the 
bone, replacing the bone with fistulous 
tracts or large ulcerating processes. 
In others there may be proliferating 
bone with excess bone formation and 
fibrous tissue. Some cases show 
erosions on the lining membrane 
around one or more teeth or necrosis 
in the tooth socket. Some of such 
are thought to be primary foci and 
others extensions sie disease pro- 
cess. Some cases show no evidence of 
any surface defect, even though large, 
bony swellings may be present around 
the roots of the teeth. The large 
bony areas may show a number of 
suppurating pockets. The pockets 
may be filled with thick, purulent 
material or may be filled with soft, 
inflammatory tissue. The purulent 
material may show grayish yellow, or 
sulfur yellow granules, which are 
composed of the colonies of the ray 
fungus. 

The tongue is predisposed to in- 
fection. The tongue of the cow has a 
groove or depression in which feed 
particles may collect and penetrate 
during rumination. The cow pre- 
hends feed with its tongue, and when 
the tongue is extended, the protective 
rough covering of the tongue is drawn 
thin and into folds increasing the 
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danger of injury. The nature of the 
feed of cattle also favors injury of the 
covering or lining of the mouth cavity. 


The cause of lumpy jaw has its 
habitat in the vegetation that cattle 
eat, and in the soil in which that 
vegetation grows. The awns and 
beards of grains and grasses, particu- 
larly when tough, coarse or sharp, 
makes penetration easy. Once entered, 
or an opening found, the awns pene- 
trate by a boring motion. The con- 
traction of the strong muscles of the 
cow in this region during rumination 
forces the organisms deeper and deeper 
where a suitable location is found for 
growth and multiplication. The swol- 
len condition of the lining membranes 
and coverings from injury and in- 
flammation favors infection. 


The infected tongue becomes 
swollen from injury and inflammation 
and is painful. It becomes hard and 
thick, hence called ‘‘wooden tongue’. 
It loses itsenormal contractile power 
from swelling and pain, is larger and 
often protrudes from the mouth. 
Small lumps or nodules form. The 
nodules are usually small, multiple, 
hard and well circumscribed. The 
nodules are most often formed beneath 
the covering of the tongue on the 
ventral surface near the tip and along 
the sides in the posterior half where the 
covering has fewer papillae. The 
muscle fibers atrophy and are replaced 
by fibrous tissue which is unyielding 
and makes the tongue hard and stiff, 
hence ‘‘wooden tongue’. Breaks in 
the surface may occur with ulcerations 
that fail to heal. Hairs, fibers, and 
feed particles may project from the 
ulcers so as to hide the ulcer from 
view. 


The throat region about the, pharynx 
may be involved. Tumor-like lumps, 
soft or —. fungoid nodules 
may be found. The swellings may 
vary in size from a walnut to much 
larger. The nodules normally contain 

urulent material and are surrounded 
be a thick, tough, fibrous capsule. 
Such nodules may interfere with 
swallowing and with breathing. Very 
often the lymph glands in the throat 
region, the submaxillary, the ones 
around the pharynx and the parotid 
gland become affected. The early 
stages show on squeezing the tiny 
granules characteristic of this disease. 
Later an abscess may form with a thick 
capsule and gray colored pus. Oc- 
casionally the nodules in the throat 
region break through the skin with a 
thick, creamy pus soiling the opening. 


Occasionally the disease may involve 
the lungs and may be confused with 
tuberculosis because of the nodule 
formation found. The nodules vary 
in size from a mere speck to quite large 
ones. The nodules are grayish white

The udder has been found affected 
Rarely other tissues such as the brain 
testes, liver and spleen have 
found affected. Foreign bodies 
been thought at times to have j 
duced the organisms from the stomach 
to nearby tissues, such as the dia. 
phragm, the liver and the lungs. 

Cattle are most often found affected, 
It occurs much less often in swine. 
horses, sheep, goats and dogs. Swine 
show the udder involved. The udder 
is susceptible when pendulant, and 
has ample opportunity to become 
soiled with the ground containing the 
organisms. It is also quite easily 
injured by stubble and vegetation, 
also by the little pigs when suckling. 
The teats may become shrunken and 
gangrenous. Swellings may be found 
in the udder tissue and look much 
like tumors. Sometimes the tonsils of 
swine become affected and undergo 
abscess formation. 

“Lumpy jaw’ does not seem to 
spread from animal to animal like 
many diseases do. There is little 
danger of spread from one animal 
directly to another unless there is an 
open, discharging sore. Many of 
the nodules do not open on a surface, 
and unless this is so the organisms 
do not leave the animal until after 
death. The reason several animals 
contract lumpy jaw in the same group 
or on the same pasture is because the 
organisms are plentiful there, or be- 
cause of the character of the feed 
there is greater danger for injury and 
penetration of the organisms into the 
tissues. Particularly the injury to the 
mouth, that occurs with changes in 
the teeth of young cattle, gives the 
organisms its chance to find a resi- 
dence in the tissues of the mouth 
region. More cattle become affected 
when fed dry feed. 

Man sometimes acquires actino- 
mycosis or actinobacillosis. Most 
often it seems to involve the lungs 
and it is most often found in men 
associated with agriculture rather than 
with cattle. It is thought that the 
organisms, from the vegetation and 
the soil, are taken in by breathing, 
hence the predominance of lung 1n- 
volvement. 

Workers in Kansas have, within 
the last few years, found the organism 
Actinomyces bovis in ‘‘fistulous w- 
thers” and “‘poll evil’ of horses. 
Affections of this kind are associated 
with much destruction, much swelling 
and profuse suppuration. Often the 
ligaments and en are involved. 
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' A FELLOW can even surprise himself 
A in what he can do when he really 

has to.” That's the way Ashle 
Skat of Hayward, Minn., feels about 
his §20-Ib., 2x milked herd of 18 
registered Guernseys. “When a fellow 
has only 80 acres of land and about all 
of his income comes from cows, he has 
to keep good ones and he has to make 
them produce.” But we're getting 
ihead of our story. This is intended 
to be a story of two great families— 
one a great family of people, the other 
agreat cow family. 

The name of Skaar in Minnesota is 
a with fine Guernsey cattle. 
This family has had registered Guern- 
sys since 1906, when Chris, Ashle’s 
wide, bought his first pure bred. 
Thete are now four outstanding reg- 
sted Guernsey herds in the Hay- 
vad community owned by members 
ofthe Skaar family. The Skaars are a 
‘ey typical Minnesota Scandanavian 
Ametican family. They are good 
tairymen, good farmers, solid citizens, 
ind loyal and able supporters in 
church and community affairs. 

Gert Skaar and his wife Christine 
mmgrated from Norway and settled 
‘a farm at Hayward in 1882. They 
‘ought four children with them and 
‘ut more were born here. Things

eighties. | Gyjert Skaar apparently 
taught his family the importance of 
family loyalty and cooperation. The 
older helped the younger. This close 
family tie still exists down to the 
fourth generation. This is probably 
the chief reason why all the Skaars 
have Guernseys and why they have 
followed a cooperative breeding pro- 
gram among the Skaar herds. This 
cooperative breeding program has 
been carried on so long that breeders 
anywhere in Minnesota can usually 
recognize a Skaar animal on sight. 
They are unusually large, terrifically 
deep-bodied and open-ribbed. Their 
udders are very capacious, but seem to 
stand up well under heavy production. 
The heads are plain, but strong. The 
cows seem to have exceptional longev- 
ity. Many breed regularly and produce 
to 15 years and over. 

Ashle says, ‘“The deep middles on 
old cows sometimes create a problem. 
Whenever we sell an old cow to the 
packing plant, the buyer always thinks 
that she has a tumor and insists on 
buying her subject. They have yet to 
find one, however.” 

Ashle’s herd was established by his 
father, P. J. Skaar, in 1918. The 
foundation naturally came from the 
herds of brother Chris and the herd on 
the home place. Ashle, the only son,

was born the year the herd was started 
and grew up with it. Under his 
father’s guidance he grew to love and 
understand good cattle. When he 
married, in 1947, his father sold out to 
him and retired. Ashle’s attractive 
young wife is just as interested in the 
cows as he is. She said, ‘“‘We’re 
planning on having the cows build us 
a new house, maybe later on a new 
barn. They're making a nice start 
toward it this year.” 

When a group of offspring in a 
human family are unusually successful, 
the father usually expands his chest 
and proceeds to take the credit. This 
is often also true in great herds of 
cattle. We want to credit a good herd 
average to one or two herd sires. In 
the great cow family which makes up 
the Skaar herd it is very apparent that 
a great prepotent old cow is entitled to 
most of the credit. With but one 
exception, the herd is made up entirely 
of her daughters, granddaughters, and 
great granddaughters. 

This old girl, Fern’s Duplicate, was 
bred and raised on the Skaar farm. 
Her dam and her sire were bred by the 
Skaar Brothers. Duplicate’s dam, 
Fern of Cor-Alfa Farm, was half-sister 
to Bonny of Cor-Alfa Farm, for many 
years a record lifetime fat producer.

years when several of the cows were in 
their prime. The herd was entered in 
HIR in January, 1947.

Five daughters and seven granddaugh- 
ters of Fern’s Duplicate completed 39 
lactation records, all less than 12 
months’ duration, and averaged 9987 
Ibs. of milk and 487 Ibs. of fat. These 
records are actual (not calculated to 
maturity) and all were on 2x milking. 
Only two records were below 400 lbs. 
Crooner’s Senorita suffered a severe

fat. Daniel’s Dolly, one of the daugh- 
ters of the old cow, in HI in 1948, pro- 
duced 12905 Ibs. of milk and 689 Ibs.

It would be silly, of course, to claim 
that Ashle Skaar is not a skilled feeder 
and handler.

The record 
was the high record for all 2x milked 
herds of all breeds in D. H. I. A. work 
in Minnesota for the year 1948. From 
every possible standpoint the record 
is an honest one.

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HE story is told of a colored 

gentleman who agreed to do 

some garden work for a man in 
a strange neighborhood. When he 
showed up the first morning he was 
stopped at the gate by a big dog that 
barked in a very convincing manner. 
The owner finally came out and 
quieted the brute. 

“Come in”, he told the workman. 
“Duke won't hurt you. Don’t you 
know that a barking dog never 
bites?”’ 

“Yassuh, Ah knows dat, all right’, 
was the uncertain reply. ‘“The only 
thing is, Ah don’t know just when 
he’s gonna stop barkin’.”’ 

Well, when it comes to Bang’s 
disease, certified herds are about as 
undependable as a barking dog. The 
trouble is like money, for ‘‘now you 
got it, and now you ain't’. Maybe 
an example will serve to show what we 
mean. 

About a year ago, we blood-tested 
a certain herd that had been certified 
Bang’s-free for several years. The 
herd was clean on this particular test, 
and certification seemed assured for 
another year. Yet, it was only a few 
months later when the owner called at 
our office with his forehead wrinkled 
with worry. We will call him Joe, 
chiefly because that wasn’t his name 
at all. 

“Doc,” he said gloomily, ‘I wish 
you'd come out and blood test my 
COWS as soon as you Can manage it.” 

“Okay, Joe, one why now? You 
aren't due for another test until along 
in the summer.”’

“I know, but I’m afraid something’s 
gone haywire. Three cows have lost 
their calves in the last month, and the 
possibilities have me jumping side- 
wise. I’m afraid maybe I’m dealing 
with Bang’s disease.” 

A blood test of the herd showed his 
fears were well grounded. All of the 
aborting cows, and a few others 
besides, were reactors. In addition, a 
number of suspects were revealed. 
All of this in a herd that had been 
certified a few months earlier! 

Such cases are all too common 
throughout the country. Whenever 
such “‘blow-ups’” of Bang’s disease 
occur in certified herds, the owners 
are generally interested in knowing 
how the trouble got started. Joe was 
that kind of an owner, so we felt duty 
bound to try and track it down. You 
might come along with us for a little 
better understanding of the factors 
to be considered when such a job is 
tackled. 

First of all, we have to remember 
that Bang’s disease is caused only by 
germs that get into a herd in some way 
or other. Next, we have to consider 
certified herds as being composed of 
highly susceptible animals. This is 
because they have had no chance to 
develop extra resistance through actual 
exposure to Bang’s disease. Even 
calfhood-vaccinates in such herds are 
probably a little short on resistance. 
Finally, we must realize that there are 
so many possible avenues of disease 
entry that the one responsible for a 
“blow-up” may never be definitely 
established. We had to have that 


kind of an understanding with Joe 
before anything else was done. Then 
we started to look around for cause: 
that might have been to blame in his 
particular case. The disease was in, 
all right. It remained for us to try and 
trace it back. 

Right away in such cases we think 
that the disease may have been intro. 
duced with leased or purchased ani- 
mals. These beasts may cause trouble 
even though they come from certified 
herds and are negative to the blood 
test when they are brought in. The 

erms are not brought from home, 
_ are picked up somewhere along the 
road. The trouble-making bugs may 
lurk in sales pavilions, stock trucks, 
railroad cars, and dozens of similar 
places. The germs may be carried on 
the feet or bodies of animals that come 
in contact with them. Worse ye. 
they may be swallowed with food ot 
water to cause actual infection of 4 
transient animal. Thus, a purchased 
animal may be a full-fledged reactot 
and scattering germs right and left« 
few weeks after arrival in a new home 
This cause did not figure in Jots 
trouble, for we found no new animals 
had been added to the herd in sever 
years. 

Well, then, maybe some of his ows 
cattle brought in the germs. Animal 
on the show circuit may pick up Bang s 
germs even though éxhibited wi 
negative animals in the cleanest 0 
quarters. Lots of people from bt 
away places come to cattle shows, )° 
know. The shoes or clothing of such 
folks may be carrying Bang's getm 
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ifthe bugs happen to drop off in the 
‘cht places, what s to prevent : 

ri being picked up by show stock: 

Home animals needn't go to shows 
order to become exposed, either, 
since they may be moved around for 
other reasons. Sometimes they're 
yt out on rented pastures for in- 
‘efinite periods. Cows may be hauled 
to another farm for service by an 
outstanding sire. There are many 
other excuses for giving home cattle 
a joy-tide at various times. Whatever 
the reason for traveling, they may 
bring back Bang’s germs just as 
easily as purchased animals. . . 

This possibility didn’t jell in Joe's 
case, either. He didn’t even show 
animals at the county fair. As far as 
we could find out, none of his cattle 
had ever been as far away from home 
as the roadside out in front of the 
barn. It had to be something else. 

What about the trouble having been 
stated by people? We have already 
seen how germs may be carried by 
crowds at stock shows, and Heaven 
knows that the average farmer has 
plenty of visitors in the course of a 
year. What with salesmen, milk 
haulers, stockbuyers, veterinarians, 
neighbors, relatives, solicitors, and 
various workers from the alphabet 
soup government agencies, plenty of 
human transportation is generally avail- 
able for moving Bang’s germs into a 
certified herd. 

We couldn't say for sure, of course, 
but we doubted that Joe’s ‘‘blow-up”’ 
was started by people in such a 
manner. The barn was plastered with 
“Don’t Walk in Front of These Cows’”’ 
signs. A shallow pan of disinfectant 
stood near the door for visitors to dunk 
their shoe soles in when entering or 
leaving the barn. Consequently, visi- 
tors didn’t look like very good sus- 
pects for having brought trouble to 
this herd. 

Then there was the possibility of 
water as a carrier. Every once in a 
while we hear about a herd that has 
been infected in this way. Sometimes 
a flood is supposed to have carried in 
gems from somewhere and spread 
them out over a “bottom” pasture. 
Again, it is a river or smaller stream 
that furnished drinking water for 
catle while carrying germs from miles 
upstream. As we say, such things are 
frequently reported, and water has to 
be considered as a carrier. However, 
itdidn’t look very guilty in Joe’s case. 
His farm was entirely “ridge” land 
that was never flooded, and there were 
No running streams on it anywhere. 
Well, what about the cattle on 
neighboring farms? When pastures 
adjoin each other, cows can conceiv- 
ably teach through the fence to pick 
‘Pp getms from infected neighbor 


in 
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cattle or the ground they have been 
walking over. This sort of thing is a 
distinct danger, but it evidently didn’t 


cause Joe’s outbreak. His pastures 
were bounded only by neighboring 
cultivated fields that had not been used 
by cattle during any of the preceding 
pasture season. 

All right, by elimination we had 
convinced ourselves that Bang’s germs 
weren't carried to Joe’s barn by pur- 
chased or home-owned or neighboring 
‘este cattle. They evidently weren't 

rought in by water or people. Such 

a weeding-out of causes left still an- 
other logical means of transportation 
for the bugs of trouble. What about 
animals other than cattle or the not- 
so-smart ones called human beings? 
There are a number of them, but 
swine and dogs are the ones most 
commonly thought of in connection 
with Bang’s disease of cattle. 

The chances are small that cattle 
will become reactors through ex- 
posure to the swine type of Bang’s 
disease. In Joe’s case, there was no 
chance at all, since he did not raise any 
porkers. The matter was different 
where dogs were concerned. He 
owned two of them that evidently had 
free run of the country at any time of 
the day or night. To make matters 
worse, they had unregulated access to 
the cow barn, and walked up and down 
the feed alleys as they wished. 

Not all of Joe’s neighbors had 
certified herds. As a matter of fact, 
there was considerable Bang’s disease 
in the area around him. Theoretically, 
at least, plenty of germs were available 
close at hand, and we suspected Joe’s 
dogs of having moved them into his 
herd. Our suspicions were strength- 
ened by some remarks made to us by 
Joe himself. 

‘Tom Blank’s to blame for a lot of 
Bang’s trouble around here. I know 
he must have it bad in his herd, for 
I've seen plenty of aborted calves 
around his place. They're not hard to 
see, for he never bothers to bury ’em. 
Just throws ’em in a ditch or hauls ’em 
out in the field with manure. Many’s 
the leg or head off a calf my dogs have 
dragged home, and I'll bet every last 
one of ’em come from Blank’s place. 
No wonder I’ve got trouble.” 

Well, maybe the dogs didn’t bring 
the germs to start Joe’s outbreak, after 
all. Foxes, skunks, and other wild 
animals are natural scavengers, too. 
Maybe they ate on the aborted un- 
buried calves, and then tracked germs 
over into Joe’s clean pastures. In 
addition to animals, birds like crows 
or buzzards might have acted as 
carriers after dining on the carrion. 
In any case, this careless exposure of 
aborted calves looked like a bad deal. 

Joe’s complaint was justified, all 
right, but he was a little at fault, too. 


His dogs had no business on the 
Blank farm and should have been kept 
at home. Consequently, we felt that 
Joe was about half-way to blame for 
the “blow-up” in his own herd. If 
both men had done right, Joe’s herd 
would probably still be on the certified 
list. 

All of which brings us to an im- 
portant —. in regard to ‘‘blow-ups” 
in certified herds. Like looking out 
for freedom, defense against Bang’s 
disease is everybody’s job. A good 
showing can be made only when all 
dairymen are pulling in the same 
direction. 

Therefore, a lack of organized effort 
for eradicating Bang’s disease shapes 
up as the biggest reason of all for 
outbreaks in both certified and un- 
certified herds. All of the possible 
causes considered for Joe’s ‘‘blow- 
up’ trace directly back to this one 
reason. As long as reactors remain in 
this country, just so long will there be 
germs to spread hither and yon. That 
means the danger of “blow-ups’’ at 
any time and place. Why not do your 
best to push the wiping-out of this 
disease on a national scale? If you 
don’t, Joe’s trouble may be yours 
tomorrow, with another herd erased 
from the certified list. Think it over. 


More About 
DDT 


Dor should not be used for insect 
control on dairy cows, the entomolog- 
ists of the U. S. Department of Agri- 
culture has announced. Even small 
amounts of DDT in a food such as 
milk, a universal diet especially for 
infants and small children, might 
prove harmful in time, toxicologists 
of the Food and Drug Administration, 
Federal Security Agency, now say 
after several years of study. They say 
presence of the chemical in milk 
would be contrary to the Food, Drug, 
and Cosmetic Act. 


The entomologists now recommend 


- that methoxychlor, another effective 


insecticide, be substituted for DDT to 
control insect pests on dairy cows. 


Federal entomologists make no 
change in their recommendations for 
the use of DDT in controlling insect 

ests on other livestock, including 
or cattle. 

Department of Agriculture entomo- 
logists, chemists, and veterinarians, 
cooperating in the investigations on 
the toxicology of DDT and other in- 
secticides, say that the application of 
DDT directly to milk cows for con- 
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trolling insects results in the presence 
of small quantities of the insecticide 
in the milk. They say also that DDT 
in small quantities can be detected 
sometimes in milk following ordinary 
use of the insecticide for fly control in 
dairy barns. 


The Bureau of Entomology and 
Plant Quarantine has repeatedly cau- 
tioned that forage treated with DDT 
and other chlorinated hydro-carbon 
insecticides should not be fed to dairy 
animals or to livestock being finished 
for slaughter. 


A number of new insecticides are 
under investigation by Department 
entomologists for controlling insects 
on milk cows and in dairy establish- 
ments. Methoxychlor, one of the 
new chlorinated hydro-carbon insecti- 
cides, can be used satisfactorily in the 
same way as DDT on dairy cattle for 
controlling major insect pests such as 
horn flies, stable flies, and lice. Little 
or none of this insecticide appears in 
milk of dairy cattle when it is applied 
to the animals in amounts necessary to 
control the. insects. The Food and 
Drug Administration has stated that 
methoxychlor, used in place of DDT 
for this purpose, is unobjectionable 
from the health standpoint. 


Pyrethrum, one of the old well- 
known insecticides, can also be used 
for controlling insect pests on dairy 
animals. New chemicals have been 
developed during recent years which 
increase the effectiveness of pyrethrum 
when added to that material. Piper- 
onyl butoxide is among the most 
effective of these. This combination 
is considered unobjectionable by the 
Food and Drug Administration from 
the health viewpoint. Piperonyl but- 
oxide increases the killing action and 
lasting effect of pyrethrum against 
horn flies, stable flies, tabanids, and 
lice on cattle. Department entomo- 
logists can suggest concentrations and 
treatment schedules for use of such 
materials in controlling insect pests on 
milk cows and in dairy establishments. 


Several insecticides such as DDT, 
chlordane, and benzene hexachloride, 
are useful for controlling flies in and 
around farm buildings. The Depart- 
ment entomologists recommend that 
for the present methoxychlor be used 
as a residual spray for fly control in 
barns and other buildings where milk 
is processed. Space sprays containing 
pyrethrum or organic thiocyanate com- 
pounds may be used in dairy barns and 
milk-processing buildings. 

Entomologists urge farms to make 
every effort to reduce fly breeding 
sources by proper clean-up and other 
sanitary measures. They also suggest 
that this be supplemented by the use 
of residual sprays in and around other 
buildings where dairy animals are not 
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housed, and on fences and other places 
where flies congregate. 

An Additional Fly Control in Dairy 
Barns: 

Another insecticide for use as a 
residual spray for fly control in dairy 
barns was recommended today by 
entomologists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. It is the 
essentially pure gamma insomer of 
benzene hexachloride, now known by 
the common name—lindane. 

Until more is known the Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quarantine 
does not recommend that lindane be 
used on dairy cattle for insect control 
nor that it be applied to forage that is 
to be fed to dairy cattle or animals 
being finished for slaughter. 

Lindane consist of at least 99 per cent 
gamma insomer of benzene _hexa- 
chloride and contains only traces of 
the other insomers. This highly refined 
material is practically free of objection- 
able ‘‘musty’’ odor. Its toxicity from 
a chronic standpoint to humans is 
considerably less than that of technical 
benzene hexachloride. 

Insecticides made from lindane will 
be marketed as wettable powders con- 
taining 25 per cent of the chemical and 
as emulsion concentrates containing 
20 per cent. The Bureau of Entomo- 
logy and Plant Quarantine recom- 
mends that where lindane insecticides 
are used as residual treatments the 
finished spray should contain three- 
tenths to one half of one per cent of lin- 
dane. The lower concentration 1s 
obtained by adding 10 pounds of the 
25 per cent wettable powder or one and 
one-half gallons of the 20 per cent 
emulsion to 100 gallons of water. 

Lindane spray should be applied so 
as to wet all treated surfaces thoroughly 
to the point of run-off. The amount 
of spray required to wet surfaces in 
most dairy barns without run-off will 
vary, but usually one gallon will treat 
500 square feet of surface. Smooth 
nonporous surfaces which do not 
hold as much liquid may require as 
high as one-half of one per cent lindane 
spray. 

This spring the Department entom- 
ologists suggested that methoxychlor, 
as a residual spray, and pyrethrum or 
organic thiocyanate space sprays be 
used instead of DDT inside dairy 
barns and milk processing plants. 
The present recommendation that 
lindane be used as a residual spray 
inside of dairy barns and other places 
where milk is processed on the farm 
provides another insecticide which 
will aid in the control of flies. 

Users ate reminded to exercise the 
same care in applying lindane as is 
necessary in applying any other in- 
secticide. Operators should avoid un- 
due exposure to the spray, and ex- 
posed parts of the body should be 
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have been carried on by various state 
workers, especially those in California 
by the insecticide industry, and by es. 
tomologists of the Department of 
Agriculture. These INVEstigators 
found that this insecticide, applied as 
a residual spray, is effective even 
against house flies that have developed 
resistance to DDT and to methoxych- 
lar. Applications usually remain effec. 
tive for about three to six weeks. 
Collaborative tests conducted by the 
Bureau of Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine, the Food and Drug Ad. 
ministration of the Federal Security 
Agency, Rutgers University, and the 
manufacturers of lindane insecticides 
have shown that if residual applications 
of lindane are made as recommended 
above, milk will not be contaminated. 
No adverse odor has been detected in 
the milk from herds housed in barns 
treated with this insecticide. 


Department entomologists recom. 
mend the use of the following prac- 
tices, in the order listed, to control 
flies around or in dairy barns and milk 
processing plants on the farm: 
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(1) Follow sanitation practices, es- 
pecially the disposal of manure and 
other materials in which flies breed. 


(2) Apply residual sprays of insec 
ticides, such as DDT, chlordane, ben- 
zene hexachloride, methoxychlor or 
lindane to places outside dairy barns 
where flies concentrate. These residual 
sprays may be used on the outside 
walls of dairy barns, on fences, in hog 
pens, calf barns, stables, poultry houses 
on garbage cans and similar places. 

(3) Exclude flies where practical 
from dairy barns and from milk rooms 
by screening doors, windows and 
similar openings. 

(4) Apply residual sprays of meth- 
oxychlor or lindane to the inside of 
dairy barns and, if necessary, to milk 
rooms. 

(5) Apply as may be needed sprays 
of methoxychlor or pyrethrum and 
activators such as piperony]l butoxide 
to dairy cows. 


(6) Use space sprays or aerosols 
containing pyrethrum and activatots 
or organic thiocyanates if needed.

In quality 
of cattle, in ofganization, and in 
every way, It was the best series of 
parish shows tO date in Michigan. 
This year, in addition, there will be at 
least one more show held in connection 
with the Dairyland Picnic at Carson 
City on August 25. 

C.B. Finley, Grimes, Iowa, formerly 
field representative of The American 
Guernsey Cattle Club, was again 
invited back and this year judged all 
ix shows. Uniformly he did a nice 
job which was well received by the 
breeders and he gave especially good 
reasons. 

While the general policy behind the 
six shows is the same, each group 
varies a little in their emphasis, and in 
their method of handling the day’s 
activity. 

The first show was sponsored by the 
Southeastern Michigan G. B. A. It 
was again held at the Fair-grounds at 
Hillsdale, with 76 head shown and an 
attendance of 200 people. Outstand- 
ing as to quality in this show was the 
exhibit of Fred Cowham and _ his 
associate, Harold Dancer of Jackson. 
The junior organization was recog- 
zed by a junior judging contest in 
which 31 contestants participated and 
at the close of this show the Hillsdale 
County 4-H entries were studied and 
the group to represent the County, at 
the State show at East Lansing, was 
lected. This group tried a new 
atangement for financing their show. 
Many groups, heretofore, both in 
Michigan and elsewhere, have at- 
empted to finance their shows by 
getting out a pre-show booklet which 
contains the classifications, the rules, 
ind possibly some useful articles but 
mostly advertising. This group this 
year, under the leadership of their new 
‘ecretary Harold Shook, decided to 
make their booklet more useful and 
ult it around a directory of the 
weeders in the district. Each breeder 
was charged for his listing and, of 
‘ourse, advertising was sold. It is 
‘oped another year to repeat it and do 
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a more thorough job. The booklet 
and directory was well received and 
netted the association over $300. It 
definitely was a constructive move on 
the part of the officers headed by W. L. 
Wood, Hudson, president, Myron 
Jacob, Riga, vice-president and Harold 
Shook, Quincy, secretary and treasurer. 

The second show was that of the 
Thumb District G. B. A., and was 
held at the 4-H Fair-grounds at Lapeer 
on July 30. Seventy-two head were 
exhibited with an attendance of 175 
people. This show probably exceeded 
in quality that of any of the six shows 
although it was the smallest in 
numbers, and was the best from every 
aspect of any held in the Thumb 
District. 

The show sponsored by the Saginaw 
Valley G. B. A. was held at the Fair- 
grounds at Saginaw, on August 1, with 
74 head shown and an attendance of 
150. Here the emphasis was very 
definitely on the junior program. A 
separate junior show was held in the 
morning including a showmanship 
contest in which 18 boys and girls 
participated. This show was honored 
by the presence of Nevels Pearson, 
assistant state 4-H Club leader, and of 
Dr. Earl Weaver, head of the Dairy 
Department at the Michigan State 
College. Dr. Weaver assisted Cliff 
Finley in judging the showmanship 
contest. Here also the Challenge 
Trophies, provided a year ago by the 
directors, were offered for the second 
time and began to become effective as 
an additional honor to the grand 
champion female, the grand champion 
male and the grand champion Club 
heifer. 

The show of the Grand Rapids 
G. B. A. was held at the 4-H Fair- 
grounds at Lowell on August 2. This 
show, heretofore, has been without 
premium money and has been built on 
that basis. This year, however, funds 
were raised and the Matching Fund 
program of the State Department of 
Agriculture was accepted. Whether 
the appearance of premiums for the 
first time was the reason or not, is 
unknown, but the 99 head of cattle 
exhibited were by far the most ever 
brought in for the Lowell show. 
Likewise an attendance of 200 people 
was tops by quite a margin. The 
committee for the arrangement of the 
improved luncheon situation at noon 
consisted of Mrs. Lyle Hunsberger, 
chairman, Mrs. Ernest Ruehs, Mrs. 
Henry Modderman, Mrs. Adrian Alles 


and Mrs. G. G. Waldeck. The grand 
champion cow, Meadow’ Gold 
Countess, shown by Lyle Hunsberger 
was at her best. 

Year by year the Northwestern 
G. B. A. has excelled, both in numbers 
of cattle and in numbers of people 
attending, but this show held at 
Ludington on August 3 exceeded all. 
One hundred fifty-seven head made 
the biggest district or parish show ever 
held by the Guernsey breed in Michi- 
gan and the attendance of upwards of 
500 people was in proportion. Here 
also the junior activity was recognized. 

Funds were raised by the promotion 
of a catalog which contained the 
premium list, the rules, several articles 
of interest, a list of exhibitors, and the 
score card, in addition to generous 
advertising. Two hundred dollars in 
premium money was set aside for the 
junior exhibit. Here also a junior 
judging contest was held with 25 
contestants and throughout the day 
the junior activities sponsored the cold 
drink and refreshment stand. Here 
also, as was the case when the show 
was held at Ludington several years 
ago, there was active support from 
the Chambers of Commerce in the 
various towns in Mason County. In 
this district the presidency of the 
district association has rotated so that 
the president each year is located in 
the county in which the show is held 
and to a degree the success of the 
show reflects the ability of that 
individual. This year the “wheel- 
horse’ was President William Pleiness 
of Scottville. Each year the North- 
western district seems to become more 
and more efficient, with each director 
and the various members doing their 
part. The winner of the judging 
contest, Robert Dennis, Lake City, is 
the third generation of Guernsey 
interest in the Dennis family. The 
young man’s grandfather, Orville 
Dennis, pioneer breeder and a former 
director of the Michigan G. B. A., was 
in the stands to encourage the ac- 
complishments of his son and grand- 
son. 

The final show was that of the 
Southwestern Michigan G. B. A. 
held at the Fair-grounds at Cassopolis 
on August 5. This is the oldest of the 
Michigan district shows, the 1949 
renewal being the twelfth. It is 
reported that at one show several 
years ago they brought out 120 head. 
This year 101 head were shown in the 
open classes with an attendance of 
somewhat above 500 people. The 
quality of this year’s show was hardly 
up to that of some other years es- 
pecially in the younger classes. Here 
also a judging contest was held for the 
juniors. This group for several years 
has had unusual cooperation from the 
county agents and the vocational 
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agriculture teachers in the district who 
have taken over the handling of the 
details in full, under the leadership of 
able Jack Bittner, the county agent of 
Cass County.

Ralph E. Flinn 


Ravpu E. FLINN, owner of Beech- 
wood Farms, Fox Chapel, Pittsburgh, 
Pa., died on August 3, in his home at 
Beechwood Farms. Mr. Flinn’s in- 
terest in Guernseys dates back to 1904, 
when his father, the late Senator Wil- 
liam Flinn, founded the Beechwood 
Farms Guernsey herd with importa- 
tions from the Island of Guernsey. 
The herd was headed by a son of Glen- 
wood Girl 6th, the first A. R. Guernsey 
cow. 

In 1927, Mr. Flinn became the owner 
of Beechwood Farms and the Guernsey 
herd. At that time the herd consisted 
mostly of daughters and granddaugh- 
ters of the bull, Langwater Eastern 
King, the herd sires being a son of 
Langwater Eastern King and the bull 
Beechwood Phylliston, a son of Lang- 
water Horatius and Langwater Phyllis, 
a class leader in G. Later, Langwater 
Rameses and Langwater Marmion were 
procured to head the herd. 

Mr. Flinn took part in all Guernsey 
activities and was one of the founders

vania. He was very active in the 


formation and the organization of th 
Pennsylvania G. B. A. and did ina 
of the preliminary work necessary for 
the foundation of the Association 
being instrumental in raising the 
underwriter’s funds from Wester 
Pennsylvania breeders. ‘ 

Prior to 1932, the milk produced at 
Beechwood Farms was donated to 
hospitals and charitable organizations 
It was appreciated as so much milk 
In order to make the excellent product 
of the Guernsey cow known to the 
public and thus promote the interest 
of the breed, in 1932 a retail route was 
established to sell GOLDEN GuERNsEy 
milk in Pittsburgh. The undertaking 
was a success from the beginning. 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY milk sold for 16 
cents a quart with a waiting list of cus. 
tomers, while the other milk was sel]. 
ing for 10 cents a quart. 

The retailing of the milk was discon. 
tinued in 1938 and at present the pro. 
duct of the herd is sold at the farm, 
cash and carry, in customer's con- 
tainers in gallon lots. The herd at 
present consists of about 30 animals, 
headed by a son of Langwater His 
Honor. 

Mr. Flinn was active for over 40 
years in civic, business and political 
affairs and a veteran of the two World 
Wars. He was Chief air raid warden 
for the State of Pennsylvania and later 
he volunteered as dollar a year man 
with the Coast Guard for the duration, 
and when discharged had the rank of 
Commander. He was 70 years old 
and is survived by Mrs. Flinn, two 
sisters. and two brothers.

Irwas found necessary in such cases to 
currette of scrape the tops of the 
vertebrae in order to recover the or- 
ganism. Particularly the second, third, 
fourth and fifth thoracic vertebrae in 
gstulous withers and the atlantal bursa 
ind ligament in poll evil. The puru- 
lent material from these areas is re- 
orted as not showing the tiny sulphur 
granules reported in other forms. 

" Actinomycosis, or “lumpy jaw”, 
is a chronic disease and usually it has 
been present for a long time before it 
is recognized. It is a slow growing 
rocess. Careful watch should be 
made at all times for its first appearance. 
The veterinarian should be called 
immediately when anything abnormal 
is detected. Once the disease has 
gotten into the bone it is serious. 
Careful treatment may not effect a 
cure. Early diagnosis is most impor- 
rant if treatment is to be used. The 
veterinarian must decide what tissues 
are involved, and what kind of treat- 
ment should be used. When diag- 
nosed eatly and localized, surgical 
removal offers the best chance of cure. 

One of the modern methods used 
in the treatment of “lumpy jaw’’ has 
been the use of x-rays. The use of the 
x-rays has been followed in most cases 
by the arrest of the process. X-ray 
treatment is expensive and requires 
hospitalization with repeated doses. 
It is generally considered palliative 
rather than curative. 

“Lumpy jaw’ nodules that have 
undergone degeneration and softening 
usually must be opened surgically after 
which treatment is instituted to destroy 
the organisms and aid healing. Sulfa 
drugs and antibiotics are also being 
used in the treatment of lumpy jaw, 
but so far enough reports are not 
available for evaluation. 

The most common method of 
handling lumpy jaw is by salvage of 
the animal for meat. Even in this 
method early diagnosis provides for 
eatly disposal under the sh circum- 
stances. Should the disease be allowed 
(0 progress, the carcass becomes less 
valuable for meat, and the disease 
may develop to the place that the meat 
will be unfit for food. Usually the 
changes are localized in the head region 
and the head can be discarded, 
leaving the rest of the carcass suitable 
for meat. However, when the disease 
interferes with the comfort of the 
animal, keeps it from eating or the 
disease spreads more widely in the 
ammals, the carcass may lose its 
meat value. 

The presence of “lumpy jaw” in an 
ammal is an eyesore, and when one 
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sees a fine animal deformed with the 
advanced stages, ic becomes object- 
ionable. 

Efforts must be directed at feeding 
cattle by the best possible methods and 
the care of animals so as to avoid 
infection. Finally, its early detection 
with removal or appropriate treatment, 
or, if that is not feasible, prompt 
re a with salvage for meat, seems 
to be the most desirable and practical 
method for its handling.

grown on the farm. The cows get 
about all of the hay and corn silage 
they will clean up. The grain ration 
consists of three parts corn and cob- 
meal, two parts ground oats, one of 
bran and one and one-half parts lin- 
seed oil meal. Bone meal and salt are 
hand fed, and the cows also have free 
access to salt. About one-half pound 
of molasses is fed per cow per day by 
pouring it over the grain mixture. 

The pasture is on the poorer soil on 
the opposite end of the farm from the 
buildings. The cows make this long 
trip twice daily. There is always an 
abundance of it. Brome and alfalfa or 
brome and mammoth clover is used. 
It is fertilized regularly with phosphate 
and potash. Ashle also feeds hay dur- 
ing the summer even when the cows 
are on good pasture. He says it helps 
to hold them up in hot weather. 

The 520-lb. herd average in 1948 
was not a ‘‘flash in the pan.’’ The 
herd has an eight year average of 437. 
The 1947 the average was 457. The 
1949 average promises to be around 
the 500 mark. Herd averages in them- 
selves, while of great economic im- 
portance to the herd owners, are not 
as important in cattle breeding as high 
producing individuals in high pro- 
ducing cow families. When a herd 
is made up on one cow family and 
this family makes a 520-pound, 2x, 
production average under very ordi- 
nary environmental conditions, then 
the owner has made a real con- 
tribution to the Guernsey breed. 


C. M. McConnell 


Curtis MILLER MCCONNELL passed 
away at his home, Five Points Farm, 
two and one-half miles south of Sulli- 
van, Ohio, on August 1, at the age of 
76 years. 

Mr. McConnell was a life member 
of The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club, being quite active in the Ohio G. 
B. A., which he helped to — and 
in which he was a director for a num- 
ber of years. He was also a Director 
of the Sullivan State Bank, and the 
Dairyman’s Ohio Farmers Milk Com- 


pany of Cleveland. He had been a 
GOLDEN GUERNSEY distributor since 
the label was adopted, and active in 
county and community affairs. 

Mr. McConnell, founder of Five 
Points Farm, started with Guernseys 
in October, 1908, making his first pur- 
chase of M. T. Phillips, Pomeroy, Pa., 
of which the heifer, Dorthea of Soap- 
stone II, nine months of age at the 
time of purchase, was destined to be 
an outstanding animal, she being a 
granddaughter of Imp. Masher Sequel. 
Her first four calves were all heifers, 
giving Mr. McConnell a good start. 
He began A. R. testing in 1910, and 
had the herd on some type of 
testing until his retirement two and 
one-half years ago, when his only son, 
George, took over the home herd and 
Five Points Farm. 

It will be remembered that years ago 
two bulls (that made history) headed 
the herd. Jacqueminot of Linda 
Vista was purchased in 1913 from H. 
M. Allen, Sweet Springs Farm, Troy, 
Ohio. This calf was by Langwater 
May King and he in turn by Imp. May 
Rose King. Jacqueminot of Linda 
Vista was out of Langwater Rosie, 
with 15083 lbs. of milk and 724 Ibs. of 
fat, class A. 

When a junior, or second sire, was 
needed, the young bull, Redpath of 
Linda Vista, was purchased. The dam 
of “Redpath’’ was Muriel of Linda 
Vista that made 15443 Ibs. of milk and 
733 lbs. of fat, in A. She was called 
one of the most perfect cows of the 
breed and was a full sister to Maxim of 
Linda Vista, the head of the noted 
Maxim families at Quail Roost, 
Bournedale, and other farms with 
Maxim Guernseys. 

Both of the above sires were sold to 
Brooklandwood Farms along with four 
daughters of Jacqueminot of Linda 
Vista. A succession of sires followed 
these two bulls at Five Points Farm. 
The Shiek was a son of Audacity of 
Edgemore and Jacqueminot Lily Belle. 
He was followed by Five Points 
Abdallah, bya daughter of Jacqueminot 
of Linda Vista and sired by Gayhead’s 
Abdallah, that McConnell later pur- 
chased and used in his herd. Next 
came Villa-Way Prince Phillip and 
Yankee Boy of Walnut Lane. 

Mr. McConnell will always be re- 
membered to his many friends as a 
deep-thinking,quiet man,with a friend- 
ly smile and a word of cheer.
